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| STRIKERS MARCH IN PROTEST 


60,000 New York Cloakmakers 
Resent Court Decision. 


BLOW AT THE CLOSED. SHOP. 


Justice Got Holds Fight Megal and in 


Restraint of Trade. 


New York, Aug. 27.—[{Special.}]—The state 
Supreme court’s decision today that the 
strike of the New York cloakmakers, which 
is a fight for the “ closed shop,” is a con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade and thererore 
illegal, caused parades of protest all over the 
east eide tonight. 

Bands with the 60,000striking cloeakmakers 
marched through the streets, one of them to 
the city hall, carrying banners and American 
flags and shouting “closed shop” at every 
step. There was no violence, but apparently 
the decision had greatly stirred the strikers. 

The decision was construed by. the manu- 


facturers as meaning the Strike leaders will | 


be in contempt of court if they persist in aaiee’ 
tinuing the strike, It was characterized by 
the executive committee of the manufactur- 
ers as the most sweeping decision ever given 
against unionism. 

| 2» Fnjunction Against Strikers. 

Justice Goff's decision granted an injunc- 
tion to a member of the Manufacturers’ Pro- 
tective association in restraint of acts of 
violence, threats. picketing and patrolling 
by strikers. 

“The primary purpose of this strike,” 
reads his finding, “‘is not to better the con- 
dition of the workman, but isto deprive 
other men of the opportunity of their right to 
work.” 

He supports his ruling with a recent de- 
cision of the State Court of Appeals against 
the Thompson-Starrett company, a large 
pbuilding corporation, watel he cites ag fol- 
jows: 

“The Court of Appeals has held that it ts 
against the policy of the state for employers 
who contro] practically the whole trade in a 
community to combine for the purpose of 
compelling workmen to join a particular 
union: as a condition of employment. If the 
rule thus laid down be the law, and it must 

be accepted as such, being the latest ex- 
cnegetik ofthe Cut’ Apbeete it must 

be applicable to workmen as wel) ag to em- 
sal 

“It would be repugnant to reason to hold 
that it applies to one and pot to the other. 
If a combination of one to refuse empioy- 
ment, except on condition of not joining a 
union, be against public policy, a compbina-

mén shell join the union.” 

This clause, he continues, which shows the 
‘purpose animating the strike, ae interpreted 
by the court, is clearly unlawful, and he 
passes to the conduct of the strike, 

“If the unions,” he stated, “* have not for- 
-mally directed a systematic course of aggres- 
sion by criminal acts, the members of the 
unions, acting in concert, have connived at 
and morally supported such acts on the part 
of many of their. members in pursuance of 
a common object.’’ 


Division in Strikers’ Ranks. 

In the ranks of the strikers there are two 
warring factions, headed respectively by 
Abraham Rosenberg and Alexander Bloch. 
The latter as chairman of thé settlement 
committee of the strikers has favored a 
compromise which agrees to changes in the 
hours of work, lighted shops, and grants 
many other demands, but does not recognize 
the existence of the union.

What is the population of Chicago? 

With the official United States censue for 
1910 still not finally determined, this is a 
question Chicagoans are waiting anxiously to 
have answered correctly. There have been 
many carefully prepared estimates, and there 
have been Many wild guesses, some enthu- 
siasts even going so far as to say the figures 
will go far beyond two and a half millions. 
However, the conservatives have concluded 
the population will be officially shown to be 
fa little less than two and a quarter millions. 

The publishers of the city directory for 1910 
provide an estimate of 2,500,000. This figure. 
however, has been subjected to much criti- 
cism on the ground that the basis of figuring 
was excessive, so the conservatives have 
come to the conclusion that 2,200,000 or even 

a little less is as nearly a correct estimate of 
ata the official figures will be as can be 
safety decided upon. 

The estimate made by the government in 
1906 was 2,049,185, or a gain of 350,610 in six 
years, an average of 58,485 each year. If 
this average held good each of the ten years 
since 1900 and the 1906 estimate was approxi- 
mately correct the total increase in ten years 
has been about 584,350. 

However, for the sake of ultraconservatism 
some figur@é makers are willing to accept 
50,000 as the average yearly gain during the

‘I°*now travel in every comfort on 
rallways across lands which when I first rode 
across them wére ‘still the home ‘of the In- 
dian and the buffalo; and: I find cities where 
one. can Obtain net merely comfort, but lux- 
ury, in the places where thirty years ago 
thére ‘was not @ building beyond @ log hut or 
adobe house. 


: West Stands for Progress, 

“The men who did this work were en- 
gaged in the final stages of conquering the 
continent; and it was their privilege to do one 
of the great wonks of all time, to do their 
part in the performance of an epic feat in 
the history of the progress of mankind. 

™ I have used the word progress. The west 
stands for growth, for progress. So must the 
whole American people stand. A great de- 
mocracy must be progressive or it will soon 
cease to be elthér great or democratic. No 
nation, no state, no party, can stand still. 


Therefore I greet you, men of the west, and 
I.stand for progress as all men must stand 
who are progressive. 

“The pioneers and their immediate suc- 
cessors won victory only by proving that 
they possessed the great, masterful qualities 
which lie at the foundation of national great- 


of intellectual cultivation, but lacking mental 
and moral robustness, who complain con- 
tinually that they find American life, and es- 
pecially the life of those American communi- 
ties emerging from the pioneer stage, crude 
and without genius or beauty. Genius is a 
fine thing for a nation, but character is a 
still finer thing, and though beauty is good, 
strength is an even greater good. 


Needs of More Complex Life. 
“The men who have made. this great re- 
public of the west what it Is, and especially 
the men who have turned it into a conti- 
nental commonwealth, have possessed in the 
highest. degree the great virile virtues of 
strength, courage, energy, and undaunted 
and unwavering resolution. Their typicai 
leadere—of whom Abraham Lincoln, though 
the most exceptional, was the most typical— 
Have possessed keen intelligence and a char- 
acter not merely strong but lofty, a character 
exalted by. the fact that great power was 
accompanied by a high and fine determina- 
tion to use this great power for the common 
good, for the advancement of mankind. 
“The pioneer days are over, Save in a few 
ang the more complex life of today 
calls for a greater variety of good qualities 
than were needed on the frontier. There is 
need at present to encourage the development 
of new abilities which can be brought to high 
perfection only by a kind of training useiess 
in ploneer times; but these new qualities can 
only supplement and never supplant the oid, 
homely virtues.

“ Tr other words, as our civilization grows 


among the old frontier conditions must, in 
looking back, realize how vital’ was this 
feeling of general comradeship and social 
fellowship. ‘There were good men and bad 
men in the new communities, just as in the 


old communities, and.the conditions on the 


frontier were such that the qualities of the 
good and bad alike were more strikingly 
manifested than in older communities; but 
among the men who tried to lead hard work- 
ing, decent lives there was a feeling of gen- 
uine democracy, which represented an ap- 
proach to the American ideal we certainly 
should do everything in our power to pre- 
serve. : 

“We did not try to say that men were 
equal when they were not equal, but we did 
our best to secure something like an equality 
of opportunity and an equality of reward for 
good service; and, moreover, each man ex- 
pected to be received, and, on the whole, was 
received, wherever he went, on the footing 
that his merits warranted. 

* Now, so far as possible these qualities 
and the conditions that bring about these 
qualities should be kept in the great states 
which are growing out of the old frontier 
communities. We need to strive for the gen- 
eral social betterment of the people as a 
whole, and yet to encourage individual lib- 
erty and set high reward on individuaj in- 
itiative up to the point where they become 
detrimental to the genera} welfare. - 

Would Preserve Frontier Spirit. 

“In continually and earnestly striving for 
this betterment of social and economic con- 
ditions in our complex industrial civilization 
we should-work in the old frontier spirit of 
rugged strength and courage, and yet with 
the old fronuer spirit of brotherly comrade- 
ship and good will I do not mean that we 
should refrain’: from hating wrong; on the 
contrary, I would preach fiery wrath against 
wrong. But I would not preach such wrath 
against the wrongdoer; save in those cases 
where his wrongdoing really is due to evil 
moral attributes on his part, and not to a 
wrong or false system, of which he is ai- 
most as much the victim as the beneficiary. 

“Sometimes @ wrong represents the delib- 
erate wickedness of the wrongdoer, in which 
case the remedy is to punish him; but some. 
times it represents the effects of a false so- 
cial system, in which case the right course. 
is to alter what is false in the system. Both 
principles need to be kept in view as guides 
to our conduct, and it is necessary some- 
times to work In accordance with one and 
sometimes in accordance with the other, 

“ Before ending I wish to say a word on 
something which I believe should eepecialiy 
interest all men who live in the open country 
and especially all men who during the last 
thirty years have. lived and worked on 
“ranches, or have done their life work in the 
wilder parts of our land, on the great plains 
or among the mountains. The phase of our 
national life In which the stockman, the min- 
ing prospector, the frontier farmer, . and 
their associates were the chief charadters, 
Was not only a very important, but also « 
very picturesque phase.

Urges Monument to Remington. 

“In Remington's pictures all the most vivid 
and characteristic features of the western 
-_ploneer life which is just closing were set 
forth, and he has commemorated forever the 
men of the plains and the mountains as they 
actually were. The cowboy is his favorite 
type, but the mining prospector, the frontier 
farmer, the man who guides ox wagon or 
mule team, the soldier, the Indian—all appear. 
Now, I wish very much that these men them- 
selves would in turn provide a monument 
for the great artist, the sum of whose actiyi- 
ties represents such a feature of American 
achievement, and, above all, represents the 
commemoration of some of the most interest. 
ing figures that ever havé appeared on the 
stage of American life, | 

“A statue should be raised to Remington 
by some really first clase artist. Here at 
Cheyenne i nthis agthering many hundreds 
of the men have come together who. were 
themselves typical leaders in and representa. 
tives of the very life which Remington so 
portrayed that it always will live. I hope 
that these men will join together, arrange 
the appointment of a committee, and start 
to raise funds for the erection of such a 
statue.”

LEADER MAY FACE PRISON. 


Officials and Vatican in Deadlock Over

BILBAO, Spain, Aug. 27.~The government 
ie making every preparation to meet the 
general stMke which Is called to begin on 
Monday. Despite the preparations the gov- 
ernmept declares the probability ef the 
strike’s success is fot great. The bakers 
and the employés of the street railways 
and the electric ighting plants have refused 
to join the strike, which will deprive it of 
much of its effect upon the routine of every- 
day life. 

There is a possibility that the ringleaders 
of the movement may be prosecuted for vio- 
lating the law, since the Spanish labor lez- 
isiation requires that a week's notice be 
given of prospective strikes. 


‘Deadlock with the Vatican. 

SAN SEBASTIAN, Aug. 27.—Spain and the 
vatican are now in a dealilock in their con- 
flict, according to a statement today by 
Premier Canalejas. He reiterated that the 
bill interdicting the establishment of further 
religious orders in Spain would not be with- 
drawn and could not be without violating 
the Spanish constitution. 

His statement bore upon the understanding 
generally held here, although the text of the 
vatican'’s last note’\has not been published, 
that the vatican in its reply insists upon 
nullification of this measure as a4 preliminary 
to any further negotiations, 

Premier Canalejas added that the matter is 
in the hands of the Spanish senate, a majority 
of which approves the bill introduced by the 
government.

ROME Aug. 27.—Cholera is the leading 
topic today in Italy, although many Ameri- 
cans who were seen driving about do not 
seem much frightened at the alarming re- 
ports. Of course, Rome is not only immune 
from the epidemic, but one might call it al 
most “ cholera proof’ after the experience 
of 1884, when just about this time of year 
cholera broke out in Naples with a violence 
almost without precedent and at the be- 
ginning of September the cases numbered 
8,000 a day, with the death rate 1,000 dally. 

Rome is only a little over four hours by 
rail fromm Naples, end, as can be easily 
imagined, Neopolitams, to escape the epi- 
demic, came to the capital in thousands. 
But the sanitary state of the town was so 
admirable there was no outbreak of the 
disease here. This is due greatly to the 
fact that Rome perhaps is the richest town 
in the world in drinking water. There are 
fourteen different qualities, ali equally ex- 
cellent. 

Plague in Southern Italy, 

Outside of Rome, however, the plague con- 
tinues. The report for the last twenty-four 
hours shows twenty-one new cases and eigh- 
teen deaths in south Italy. Of these eleven 
cases and nine deaths occurred at Barletta; 
one case and one death at Ruvo; one death at 

Cerignola; three cases and two deaths at 
Trinitapoli; five cases and three deaths at 
Margherita Savoia; and one oie case and 
two deaths at San ‘Fernandin :

German Press Still Excited. 

BERLIN, Aug. 27.—The now famous speech 
of Emperor William at Koenigsberg, with 
ita openly expressed belief in the divine right 
of the Prussian king and his choice, not by 
the people’s assemblies but by God, continues 
to be the theme of the most excited discussion 
in the newspapers. The monarchist organs 
of the presse are divided in their views. of the 
emperor's utterances, some of them taking « 
stand in opposition to his view, so that fully 
four-fifths of the German press ere united in 
criticism of the sovereign. 

Every shade of disapproval is voiced from 
mild regret to mockery of the alleged abso- 
lutist pretensions of the emperor. The opin- 
ions expressed in the minor German capitals 
appear to make no distinction between the 
sovereign’s position as emperor of Germany 
and king of Prussia and aver that his respon- 
sibility to the empire as a whole precludes 
declarations as king of Prussia which are 
inconsistent with his headship of the empire. 


Chancellor’s Part Not Known. 

Inquiry is everywhere raised, whether the 
imperial chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann-Hoil- 
weg, knew in advance of the emperor's pur- 
pose. to deliver a speech of such a nature. 
The press pamaeatiy comments also on the 
necessity of the German parliament's taking 
some action upon the subject when it meets. 

The chancellor ie at his country place at 
Hohenfinow and the excitement over the 
speech has not caused him to break silence. 
The emperor reviewed an army corps at Dan- 
zig today and was cheered by enormous 
crowds there.

| SWEDISH MINISTER QUIS JOB 


M: de Lagercrants Resigns Wash- 
ington Post After 3 Years. 


HAS PRIVATE INTERESTS. 


Will Remain eat Home to Look After 
Peisonal Business. 


STOCKHOLM, Aug. 27.—Herman de Lag- 
ercrantz, the representative of Sweden at 
Washington since 1907, has resigned, ac- 
cording to an announcement mede here to- 
day, to look after his personal business in 
Sweden, wheré he has large interests. The 
retiring minister’s diplomatic services are 
highly regarded here and there is no foun- 
dation for the report that his resignation 
was caused by attacks madcé on him by the 
Swedish-American press. 

M. de Lagercrantz was born in 1860, the 
son of a councilor of state. He became an 
officer fn oné of the crack Swedish regi- 
ments, but resigned his command in 1889 
to devote his life to the Salvation army, 
and, with his wife. went to London, where 
for several yeats they worked in the slums. 

On becoming a colonel he wae transferred 
to India. There, after serving two years, 
he was attacked by typhus and had to re- 
turn to Sweden. Soon efterward he severed 
his connection with the Salvation army, and 
in January, 1907, he was appointed minis- 
ter at Washington in succession of M. Grip. 

The departure of M. Lagercrantz from the 
United States on a “six months’ leave of 
absence ”’ in October, 1907, gave rise to con- 
siderable comment in diplomatic circles in 
Washington. It was even rumored that 
the Swedish minister had become persona

LONDON, Aug. 17.—There exists in Paris 
@ league against aeasickness, which was 
founded three years ago and whose continued 
existence proves it has not attained its ob-. 
ject. It has discovered no specific against 
seasickness. In fact, the journal it pub- 
lishes hardiy ever recommends anything in 
the line of drugs. 

It advises travelere by sea to sing, talk, 
play, and amuse one another; in a word, to. 
find occupation for body and mind. Do not 
lie down is another recommendation. Wear 
a wide, tight belt which does not squeeze | 


you. If possible choose your time of travel. 


by sea. In winter the sea is generally rough 
for five or six days at a time and then 
smooth; in summer a high wind may be 
counted on every fifteen or twenty days, . 

The last quarter of the moon is considered 
an unfavorable time, especially from No- | 
vember to March or April. The equinoxes, 
March 21 to 81 and Sept, 21 to 80, should be 
avoided if possible. Smooth seas may be 
‘hoped for when the moon is full and after 
the spring and autumn rains have beaten 
gn the waves. 

The league advocates preventive treat- 
ment. Get.your sea legs before going to Bea. | 
For this purpose it advises two hours a day 
On a swing for weeks or months before sail- 
ing, and a free indulgencein riding the 
merry-go-rounds foupd at every French 
fair. Take as many camel rides as you can; 
if camels are not handy devote yourself to the 
toboggan, switchbacks, waterchutes, looping 
the loop, and when you are at home use a 
rocking chair 


The league is strong on the rocking chair, 
a thing almost unknown in France, and 
maintains that Americans and English are 
less troubled by seasickness than the French, 
not becayse they travel more, but because 
they pass hours in rocking chairs. 


Simplified Salutes for Men. 

A movement for the reform of certain 
social usages ie on foot in Germany. The 
reformers say that German manners are far 
too formal and ostentatious. They object 
particularly to the customary method of 
exchanging salutations on the street. Ac- 
cording to the unwritten law of the land two 
German gentiemen who are acquainted greet 
each other by removing the hat with a sweep- 
ing ceremonious gesture. 


In Baden some days ago a society was. 


organized especialy to discourage this prac- 
tice. The members are pledged to greet their 
mien friends by simply touching the rim of 
the hat in a sort of military salute. 

How much opposition the reformers will 
have to overcome if they are to be successful 
is shown by the case of an officia) of the 
finance ministry of Hesse-Darmstadt. Asa 
loyal member of the society he declined to 
greet his superior official, the finance minis- 
ter, in the customary fashion and used the 
more democratic “German greeting” 
adopted by his fellow reformers.

Qverproduction of Universities. 

The rapid increase in the number of stu- 
dents at some of the universities of Germany 
is becoming a subject of concern. In many 
cases the student body has already reached 
unwieldy proportions. The number of stu- 
dents attending the various universities this 
summeri s 60,846, as against 51.510 last year. 
This is just about three times the number 

enrolled ten years ago. 

A phase of the matter which recetves spe- 
cial attention is the growing disproportion 
between the number of students who are pre- 
paring to become specialists and the ap- 
parent need for their services after gradua- 
tion. It is estimated that out of every 100.000 
inhabitants of Germany 83 have taken or are 
taking university courses. Thirty years ago 
there were only 47 students to every 100,000. 

The courses most commonly taken are 
those of philosophy, philology, history, law, 
natural ‘ sciences, ‘medicine, and political 
economy. There is of course a ad gee t 
mumber of specialists in Srealines 
whose services can rice Acre be employed in 
the world, and educators are beginning to 
ask what the outcome is going to be. With 


the higher institutions of learning turning | 


out trained experts at the rate of 55,000 a* 
year, it is asked, is not university trained 
talent likely to become a drug on the market? 


Joseph Chamberlain’s Health.

ARMY OF RATS INFESTS PARIS, 
BRINGING PLAGUE OF FLEAS. 


Fears They May Prove Carriers of 
Cholera Germs Quieted by City’s 
Health Officer. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

PARIS.—Aug. 27:—Sincé the inundation last 
February. Paris has been more than usually 
troubled by depredations of armies of rats. 
These, driven from their old quarters by the 
water, have made themselves much: at home 
in their new quarters, which happen alao to 
be those of well to do residénts of the aristo- 
cratie Boulevard de Courceiles. 

Popular opinion now blames the rats for 
the distressing prevalance of fleas. It ie said 
fleas love rats more than any other living 
creatures, and have followed them from their 
sewer haunts. It is certain Paris is being 
more plagued with them now than ever be- 
fore. There are not wanting those who say 
the comet brought them, 

Some alarm has been expressed lest they 
should be carriers of cholera germs, but this 
notion seems to have been quashed by Prof. 
Chantemesse, inspector general of the hy- 
gienic service of the city. 

* Fleas,” he says, “‘ cannot transmit either 
cholera or typhoid germs. They might, how- 
ever, carry the bacilli of the plague, which. 
ba mer x cholera and typhoid germs, enter the

natore of cholera.

Physical Differences Seen. 


These dialectic differences have probably 
come about through historical development. 
The “ca” group is believed to pe the oldest, 
the “ sto’ group the latest.. — 

‘It ie possible to distinguish physical differ- 
ences for the three groups. The Croats of 
the “kaj” group, such as we see here in 
Zagreb and among the Slovenes, are of me- 
dium stature and have a brown skin and 
blonde hair. Men wear their hair short; 


‘women, braided. Girls are of delicate mold, 


but heavy cares and hard work soon age 
them. These people are sympathetic, reliabie, 
full of wit and humor, little inclined to excess. 
They still preserve their ancient garb of 
white, but show a marked predisposition to 
absorb western ideas and culture. In this 
group we find the strongest adherents of 
Illyria. 

The “ca” le are the coastlanders. 
Since the early days they have been mariners. 


They are not so well developed physically ag | 


the mountaineers inland. Contact with Lltaly 
is seen in the greater prevaience of the 
brunette type. Curly hair is not uncommon. 
The women are slender, with dark hair and 
often fiery black eyes. Stature increases as 
we go farther inland. They are the most 
industrious members of the Serbo-Croat 
group—perhaps because they must be or 
starve. With incredible endurance they have 
dug their little farris from the rocks. They 
have little patches of figs, olfves, vines, and 
potatoes. But never enough 


“Sto” Group Is the Largest. 

“sto group covere the widest area 
and is the most numerous. It is less homo- 
geneous in charactér, especially in physique. 
Some are of low stature; others tall and 
powerful. Their bair is heavy, often wavy; 
the eyes, black and penetrating. Their face 
is full of color, strongly marked, often with 
oriental features. The men are finer look- 
ing than the women. They are best look- 
ing tin the lower Slav region. A fair or 
blooming countenance is often sharply con- 
trasted with beautiful black hair and eyes. 

Among them the ideal beauty has a noble 
face, with measured, leisurely walk, and a 
character thoroughly serious. The “sto” 
people are more reserved than the other 
two groups. There is even a trace of sus- 
picion in their character, probably dye to 
Turkish influence. in places in their terri- 
tory, Mentenegro, for example, the feud... 
system is not extinct. The peasant is com- 
placent and pitabie; toward the gentry, obre- 
quious, polite, and formal. Ae the soil is 
richer, the “sto” man knows more com- 
fort. Consequently, he is more easy going. 
His is a softer life. A tendency to laziness 
is found. 

The zadruga has its widest sway in the 
“sto” group. This perhaps explains a cer- 
tain lack of individual initiative. The in- 
dividual in a zadruga has little room to ex- 
press his whims. Perhaps the gsadruga more 
than any Other single institution is respon- 
sible for the backward condition of the Slav, 
not only in the south, but in Russia. wntil 
recently it has not occurred to him to get out 
of the sgadruga and the communistic life 
serves to continue old customs from one gen- 
eration to another. The gadruga may ac- 
count for the wonderful wealth of both epic 
and lyric poetry in this group. 

The zadruga makes for bad housekeeping. 
To be sure, there is a head housekeeper, but 
everybody’s business is nobody's business. 
The cadruga is unfavorable to the develop- 
ment of markets. The group lives to itself. 
In winter it consumes. itef slender store and 
spring finds it with nothing to eat. The za- 
druga again is responsible for the lack of na- 
tional organization throughout the group. 
With the growth of tndfvidualism the za- 
druga will disappear and the development of 
a national idea will be possible. 


Flower and Vegetable Garden. 

The Slave are fond of flowers. About the 
house roses are rarely lacking. Behind the 
back court is a vegetable garden.

Briefly, there was excessive heat, deficiency 
in rainfall, and excessive droughts. The 
grain crops were below normal all over the 
world, and the price of breadstuffs rose cor~ 
respondingly. There was subsequent suf- 
fering in most civilized countriea Then Col- 
bert declared his belief in the close con- 
nection between the eppearance.of sun. spots 
and the condition of crops. 

A few years later an Englishman by com- 
paring the prices of grains during sun spot 
years accepted this theory and declared that 
when spots showed on the face of the sun the 
price of grains went wp through crop short- 
ages.

| themes have followed each other, we have 


forgotten where he stood but a few years 
ago as such @ pioneer, @ psychologist 
who broke new ground that has become 
the soil in which our best ideas and prac- 
tice in education flourish today. We may 
forget that the psychology which left the 
dry fielde of intellectualisem and the empty 
realm of metaphysics to bring conscious 
intelligence within the sweep of evolution, 


mind and the human. nervous system in 
thought, in action, and in conscience, is 
the psychology which counts James among 
its most distinguished pioneers, that he 
has been par excellence its American rep- 
resentative, while his treatise, in all the 
languages of Europe, is an authoritative 
exposition of human consciousness. ’ 

And back of the psychologist stands the 
physiologist. From physiology he passed 
to psychology,. and from psychology to 
philosophy. He has never rested. He has 
never waited to enjoy in philosophic calm 
the fruits of the soil that he has subdued. 
By means of the physiology of the reflex 
are he could bring under human control 


the processes of association and the laws. 


of habit which form human character. 
By means of the “will to believe” he 
could advance to the theory .of our un- 
shaken convictions, made sure in action. 

It is pleasing to regard him as a pioneer 
in contrast with his great brother, Henry 
James, the novelist, the American fron-. 
tiersman with his face turned toward Ka- 
rope, the exponent of our nostalgica; The 
New York Evening Post contrasted. Henry 
James with Mark Twain ‘under the title 
of the “ Two Frontiersmen,” bounding our 
literary America by Mark Twain on the 
west and Henry James on the east. 
still more striking spiritual contrast stands 
fhetween the two brothers. If Emerson's 
edictum. is true that Europe stops with 
the Alleghany mountains, William James 
must be ranked with the attenuated spir- 
itual Burope which H. G. Wells found in 
Boston. : 

But however true a descendant of New 
England James was in race and in social 


heredity, he belonged in spirit to those | 


New Englanders who left it to conquer 
and acquire the west. His great style has 
proclaimed him an artist in his scientific 
and philosophic treatises, his vivid esthetie 
consciousness has made a part of himself 
the heritage of beauty in the plastic and 
literary art of the old world and the ‘new, 
but his motive has been supremely prac- 
tical and his interest has centered in the 
psychology of character, of crucial relig- 
jous experiences, and has not scorned 
poignant human experience when it has 
become what we are pleased to call ab- 
normal. 

If, we have allowed ourselves at times

Lord Manvers is the’ chief of the English 
branch of the house of Pierrepont, te which 
he, however, belongs through descent on 
the distaff side, the principal representative 
in the male Mne being Henry Evelyn Pierre- 
pont of Columbia Heights, Brdoklyn. The 
founder of the family, Sir Rebert de Pierre- 
pont, was one of the companions in arms of 
William the Conqueror at the battle of Has- 
tings, and received from that monarch the 
thanor 6f Holme Pierpont, in Nottingham- 
shire. of which he was the first lord; and 
which is today the principal home of the 
present earl of Manvers. 

The chief of the family in the seventeenth 
century,’ in. the male line direct, was Sir 
George Pierrepont, of Holme Pierpont, whose 
grandson became earl of Kingston-upon- 
Hull, marquis 6f Dorchestér, and duke of 
Kingston. ; : 

His son Evelyn, the second duke of King- 
ston, who married the famous beauty. Eliza- 
beth Chudleigh, died without issue, the Eng- 
lish line of Pierreponts thereby becoming 
extinct in the male line. He left the whole 
‘of his vast fortune to the duchess, whereupon 
Philip Meadows, who had married the duke’s 
only sister, Lady. Frances Pierrepont, 
brought charges against the duchess, to the 
effect that her marriage had been of a big- 
‘amous character, and was therefore invalid. 


' A séneational trial of the. duchess by the 


house of lords showed that prior to her mar- 


* plage to the duke she had been secretly wed- 


ded to Augustus Hervey, a lieutenant of the 
royal navy, who had in the meanwhile be- 
come earl of Bristol, and from whom she 
had never obtained a divorce. She was, 
therefore, convicted of bigamy by her peers, 
and, in consequence thereof, divested of the 
title and style of duchess of Kingston. 

This had the effect of reducing her to the 
status of countess of Bristol. The penaity 
of bigamy in those days was-death. But as 
countess of Bristol she was able to plead the 
privilege of. the..peerage, and escaped all 
punishment, beyond the payment of the fees 
of the trial and of certain fines. This she was 
“well able to do. For, while her conviction 
of bigamy cost her her strawberry leaved 
coronet of duchess, it Jeft her in the posses- 
sion of the great fortune of the duke, while 
Philip. Meadows, who was responsible. for 
the suit against her, found himself com- 
pletely ruined. 

The ex-duchess retired to the continent, 
and, having during her extraordinary career 
played a rdle in the lives of Frederick the 
Great of Prussia, of Voltaire, and of other 
great personages of her time, died at the 
chateau of St.. Assige, near Fontainebltaun, 
when it was found that, perhaps by reason 
of compunction, she. had left the fortune 
which she had inherited: from the duke to one 
of the latter's nephews, Charlies Meadows; 
that is to say, the son of the man who had 
robbed her of her title of duchess, and whom 
she had ruined. 

o 

On @ming into the possession 
property of his mother’s brother,/ the last 
duke of. Kingston. at the death of the ex- 
duchess, Charles. Meadows, whose ancestor 
was Sir Philip Meadows, marshal of the pal- 
ace of Charlies I., and his ambassador to 
Denmark and Sweden, assumed, by permis- 
sion of the crown, the patronymic and arms 
of the Pierrepont family, and was eventu- 
ally raised to the peerage, first as Baron 
Pierrepont of Holme Pilerpont, afterwards 
being made Viscount Newark-on-Trent and 
Earl Manvers. 

The present Lord Manvers is the fourth ear! 
of the line in direct male succession. 

Sir George Pierrepont. grandfather of the 
first duke of Kingston, had a younger son of 
the name of William, whose son, James 
Pierrepont, came>to,America and died at 
Ipswich, Mass., towards the end of the sev- 
enteenth century, leaving two sons, John 
and Robert. From these the late Juliet 
Pierpont, the.mother of J. Pierpont Morgan, 
and Henry Evelyn Pierrepont of Brooklyn 
are descended. But, while-the Plerreponts 
of America may justly claim to represent the 
only male line of the ancient and historic 
Anglo-Norman house of Plerrepont, which 
halled originally from the castle of Pierre- 
pont, on the borders of Picardy, the ruins of 
which still exist. they can put forward no

Booth Tarkington is an ardent ad- 
mirer of his. C. L. Freer of Detroit, the 
well known collector of Whistler etchings 
and Japanese printé, is another comrade, as 
is also Henry Poore of New York, the bank- 
er, whose failure two years ago put his won- 
derful house in Grammercy park and its 
collections of rare — of art on the 
myer hoet. 


The late Stanford White was likewise a 
great friend of Mr. Coleman's. In this con- 
nection it is curious to note that one of 
Charles Coleman’s best pictures, “ Spring- 
time,” is in Harry Thaw’s art gallery, or 
was before Harry came into the limelight. 
He sauntered into Mr. Coleman’s studio in 


Rome some years ago, and after silently 


looking about him for some time said brief- 
ly; pointing to this picture, which, apt quite 
stood on an easel: “Tl a that.

You will note that by way of emphasis 
portions are printed in bold face type.”

Dog Order Comprehensive. 

The order is comprehéisiye. Its chief points read: 

“To Com@Mianding Officefs: You will please ¢all the 
attention of your subordifiates to thé following amend- 
ed sections relating to fi@tce dogs and fnetruct thém 
to carefully read and rigf@ly enforce the safle: 

“765. FIERCE DOGS—<IMPOUNDING AND DISP@e 
SITION THEREOF. Any dangerous, fierce, of vicious 
dog running at large in the streets or publi¢ places of 
the city or upon private gremises of any other person 
than the owner of Keeper, and any deg which may in 
any manner distdrb the q@iect of any perséh or neigh- 
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dog owned or kept by him to run at large 
street, alley, er other public place within the 
any time, umless such dog shall be securely 
fo as to e@ffectMally prevent it from biting 
any person of animal. 

“Any persen being the owner or keeper of. a dog 
who shall suffer such dog to run at large at any time 
in violation ef the provisions of this section shall be 
fined not lease thaw $2 nor more than $10 for each of- 
fensé. Every @ay @n which such person shall suffer 
any dog éWned ef Bept by him to run at large without 
a muesle, after the first conviction under this section, 
shall comstitute @ separate and distinct offense.” 

“The: law,” ¢ohtinued Chief Steward, “is explicit 
and ite ebediemce imperative more than evér at a time 
when, from Y¥erious reasons, conditions make its 
strict obgervadnmée peremptory. 

“The Man Who really cares in the true sense for 
his dog @-alWays cognizant of the existing prejudice 
against ifs pet at this time of the year. He always pro- 
vides it with @ proper muzzle. When adédegiipanying 
him, if .without a muzzle, he has it ig @ leash.

OME say that Chris Christiansen knows the 

most about it, and others maintain that 

Friar Tuck is the best informed on the 

subject of any living being. Then, some 

hold out for the Hobby Horse, who has 

taught a greater number of people to ride 

than perhaps all of the other horses put 

together. If he doesn’t, know more about 

the science and the art of the subject than the rest of 

those forty-nine white faced, dainty footed, shiny

One morning, in the general excitement of 
changing gaits, her tan colored puff came off and 
dropped into the red tan bark.

Never, indeed, except in one particular. The original 
Frigg Tuck said, “There is that within me which 
seems to cry: Victuals, good friends, victuals.” Well, 
this Friar Tuck says that to every person he sees, 
with the substitution for victuals of “sugar.” You 
never In your life saw such a horse for sugar! All 
horses take a few lathps politely when offered, but 
Friar Tuck holds up everybody he sees. You would 
really think it was the subject of his dreams. Chris 
says that when he dies he will turn into a large biack 
lump of sugar. 

Friar Tuck is one of the best known residents of 
the north shore and one of the most respected and 
dignified. He enjoys a good ride with a good rider 
as well as any horse that ever lived. When he gets 
a rider who is not so good, he high mindedly tries to 
make the best of it, but he does not do so magnifi- 
cently well. For Friar Tuck Is distinctly a highbrow, 
and sometimes he lays back his ears and gets a drawn 
expression around his mouth which says as plainly 
as anything that “If there's a thing that puts me on 
the bum it is to draw one of these good for nothing 
riders.” 

And for that reason he will never be as successful 
in his profession as Chris. Because it, doesn’t put 
Chris in the least on the bum to atart on unpromising 
material. Highbrow and lowbrow share alike in his 
impartial teachings, If his enthusiasm goes out to one 


‘more than another, Indeed, the backward ones get it 


because they need it most. As for him, it is reward 
enough to look on the perfected rider when he meets 
him’ one day in the park and can say to the pupil 
beside ‘him:

‘Look! . Ain't he a fine rider! Don’t he do great?

- And in the epinion 
of the academy this is the highest of Bret oa, act 


eoveréigne in his veins. 
When he foots dewn the bridle path 
all of the pull in their horses to 
watch this glistening red charger pass. 
There is no shaking of the head or shy- 
ing or prancing, such as cheaper poten- 
tates may indulge in, but merely a proud 
bowing of the neck and a quiet, reserved, 
uncommunicative manner, which says 
plainer than any horse language, “We 
all know that I am the most aristocratic 
thing in.this park, and we'll let it go at 
that without display.” 

Sometimes through the week you go 
with Chris alone, and then sometimes 
you walk your horses through the wind- 
ing route of the bridle path, and as their 
feet sink into the loose earth ‘and the 
leafy boughs arch above you, you talk 
with him of the philosophy of things.
